SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Tuesday, July 01, 2014, my partner (Officer Anderson#127) and | (Officer 
Nam #131) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
assigned to the bicycle team as Boy-6. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date and time, my partner (Officer Anderson #127) and | (Officer 
Nam #131) were riding our bikes south bound on the west curb of Vine St 
approaching Santa Monica Blvd when we observed a male white wearing a 
green shirt, grey pants, and orange shoes sitting on the south side of the 
building at 1123 S. Vine St. | observed a 40 oz bottle of Budweiser next to his 
right foot. We stopped our bikes and faced north bound and observed the 
subject take the bottle with his right hand and drank from the bottle of beer in 
public view in violation of 41.27 ( C ) LAMC Drinking in Public. 


We approached the subject and advised him we were placing him under private 
person’s arrest for 41.27 ( C ) LAMC. Officer Anderson ordered him to stand up 
away from the bottle of beer. The subject stood up with the bottle of beer in his 
right hand ignoring Officer’s Anderson’s clear instructions to move and stand 
away from the bottle. 


Use Of Force: Officer Anderson and | immediately approached the subject and 
attempted to clear his hands from the bottle, the subject raised the bottle 
above his head in a threatening manner. Officer Anderson was able to remove 
the bottle from his right hand allowing me to obtain a rear arm finger flex joint 
lock. | held the subjects right hand allowing Anderson to place the cuffs on his 
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wrists from a standing position. 


After the subject was handcuffed, he was facing the building away from Officer 
Anderson, when the subject raised his right leg backwards at his knee kicking 
Ofcr Anderson in the groin with the back heel of his right foot. Supervisor 
Edward 30- Sgt. Reyes and FB #3 Sewell and Watkins responded to the scene 
to assist with our transport. Subject was uncooperative and a possible 5150. 
Subject refused to give us his name or any other information. Subject was 
threatening us verbally and stated he will kill all of us. Subject was transported 
to Hollywood Station by FB 3. At Hollywood Station, we advised WC Sgt Videl of 
our arrest and our inability to identify our subject. Sgt Videl attempted to notify 
MEU (Mental Evaluation Unit) with no success. Subject was relinquished to LAPD 
custody at this time. Officer Barnhart #38422 released the subject due to the 
fact they were not able to identify the subject and the nature of the violation. 


ARREST: 


We advised our John Doe that we were placing him under “Private Person’s 
Arrest”, as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / 
see attached for) for 41.27 (c) LAMC Drinking in Public. Subject was 
handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort, seat-belted) and 
transported by FB-3 to Hollywood Station without incident. 

Subject was released at Hollywood Station after being relinquished to 
LAPD custody. Subject was not cited out just released with approval 
by W/C Sgt Videl. 


ADDITIONAL: 


During the arrest- Witness: Hutchinson, Amy (DOB: 09-29-47, 
CDL#B4921081, Tel # 323-275-7488) observed the arrest, cuffing and 
battery committed by our subject. When Ofcr Anderson asked the wit 
if she observed the subject drinking she stated “Yes”. When the Wit 
was asked if she observed the subject resisting arrest she stated 
“Yes”. She also spontaneously stated: “I saw him kick you in the 
groin”.

Evidence was disposed at scene. 


INJURY AND MEDICAL TREATMENT: 


Officer Anderson was not injured from the kick to the groin. 
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
